Five alleged confederates Were 
also arrested， including Silas 
Brandon，who worked closely with 
Lai at his Excel Resources Center 
and in his activities with the Asian 
Pacific American Chamber of Com- 
merce (APAAC).

NEW YORK - Joseph Chuang and 
his associate Theresa Shieh，whbo 
headed New Yorks Golden Pacific 
National Bank from its opening in 
1977 to its demise in 198$，were 
arraigned in federal court in New 
York City May 28 and released on 
$250,000 bail. 

On May 19 the pair were 
indicted on 48 counts，including 
false statements，fraudulent loan 
transactions， and other Schemes 
to deceive federal bank regulators. 
They were charged with defrauding 
the Treasury Department and clients 
of the bank;i illegal campaign con- 
tributions; misuse of bank funds; 
and violation of IRS and banking 
Iegulations. 

Some charges were directed 
against Chuang，the former Presi- 
dent and chairman，while others 
were alimed at both Chuang and 
Shieh，the former vice president 
and cashier. 

PANIC 


Golden Pacific was NY'S largest 
Chinese-owned bank until it was 
taken over in June 1985$ by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion (EDIC) for insolvency. TIhe 
takeover threw NY Chinatown into 


a panic，threatening Imany busi- 
nesses Whose funds were frozen 
during the takeover and investiga- 
tion. 

The bank had branches in five 
other states，including two Califor- 
nia branches，in San Mateo and LA 
The NY headquarters was sold to 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation.

BERKELEY -The worst fire to ravage 


China in forty years is now under control. 
It has destroyed more than 1.4 million acres 
of valuable virgin forestin Northeast China. 
More than 200 people are dead，with an- 
other 200 people severely injured and at 
least 50,000 people homeless. Last week 
fve workers admitted they may have started 
the fre from cigarettes left burning and 
sparks from sawing equipment， 


It will take generations for the primi- 
tive forest to rejuvenate. The government 
has helped the victims by giving free train 
”tickets to the injured and homeless to visit 
relatives. 

In response to the tragedy，a group of 
Chinese students at the University of Cali- 
fornia have 'organized China's Forest Dis- 
aster Relief Committee to collect donations 
for the victims. Xiao-bo Lu，29，Ppresident 
of the 160-member Chinese Students Asso- 


ciation at UC Berkeley and a member of 


the relief committee，explained,“We al- 
ready collected more than $1,500 since the 
relief committee formed on May 19.… 


“The fre has devastated this region 
where most of the people live on communes 
which produce much of Chinas lumber. 
Although this fre is contained，a new fure 
has broken out in Inner Mongolia near the 
Soviet border. 

“On May 17，a Chinese student at 
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UL Berkeley students Set Up Fund 
For Victims of Huge Fire in China 


Berkeley who is in the Department of For- 
estry contacted me that the fre in North- 
east China was out of control. We decided 
to form a committee and began collecting 
donations to buy badly needed tents and 
medical supplies for the burn victims. 


TECHNICAL HELP 

“Also，we wanted to send technical 
assistance information. We talked with fire 
management professors at UC Berkeley 
who made suggestions about what chemi- 
cals could help contain the fire and other 
ways to control it 

Lu lamented“The government should 
have put more effort into controlling the 
fre，but they have such outdated equip- 
ment 一 like a wind blower to stop the fires 
Spread 

“Many of the Chinese students abroad 
are very concerned about what happens in 
China and the government does listen to 
(the) overseas students. Its a subtle rela- 
tionship. When Mr He, the vice-chairman 
of the State Educational Committee，vis- 
ited San Francisco in late May, we told him 
our technical suggestions and gave him tree 
seeds as a Symbolic gesture. 


“On June 1 I received a telegram from 
the State Educational Commission，Prais- 
ing our patriotic action and indicating they 
received the donation:

bring China into the information age.“I - 


wanrc to contribute to China's political and 
demwcratic reform now under way.”

The article itself outlined the 
testimony of Robert Owen who 
acted as a courier for National 
Security aide Oliver North.

testified that he was instructed to

Nowhere in the article itelf was 
any Use of the term "Chbinaman'" or 
reference to laundering. 

According to Chin the actual

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UC Berkeley Opens Chinese Medicinal Herb Garden

BERKELEY - James Affolter，the 
curator of UC Berkeleys Botanical 
Garden，made another entry into 
the computer in Piayiz next to 3 
Plant's Latin taxonomic name. 

Atffolter has been doing this since 
he and his wife，Catherine Pringle， 
a biologist，visited the 了 People's 
Republic of China last year along 
with U. Aik 天 aw of the American 
College of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine of San Francisco. 

The three were on 3a Special fact- 
finding tour to_ establish a Chinese 
medicinal garden for the campus. 
Atffolters visits in China ranged 
from tiny village clinics to pharma- 
cies in large city hospitals. 

This week the herb garden will 
spring to _ life in UC'Ss Botanical 
Garden， It will be dedicated on 
9aturday， -with a 2,000-pound 
engraved stone from PRC in Place 
as the gardens permanent Inarker. 
The garden open to the public the 
next day，June 7. 

This project will create an oppor- 
tunity for scholars to _ study first 
hand from living Plants， rather 
than dried specimens，the horticul- 
ture- of many Chinese herbs never 
before available in the US9. 

The new collection is a joint 
Projlect of the Botanical Garden，the 
American College of Traditional 
Medicine in SF and the Guangzhou 
College of Traditional Medicine. 


EXCHANGE OF BOTANISTS 


UC Berkeley and the PRC will 
later this year begin an annual 
exchange of botanists， Xu Hong 
Hua，associate professor at the 


aforementioned Guangzhou College， 
is _ currently in Berkeley directing 


the planning of the garden. 

The groundwork for the garden 
began Several months ago，with a 
nucleus of 40 Species Shipped from 
the PRC. TIhese were planted in the 
general area of the present herb 
garden，almost in the shadow of the 
Iare blooming Peruvian Puya tree 
that attracted national attention last 
fall. 

Since China has strict restrictions 
on exporting plant material it is 
和 oped that the care and attention 
givena this Project will Persuade 
China to Ialax their ITestrictions 
somewhbat in the future. 

Some of the medicinal plants may 
be harvested for medical or phar- 
macological research. "In the West 
we tend to think of herbal medi- 
cine as an ancient practice， Said 
Affolter. "It is fascinating to see it、 
practiced in the modern world on 
such 3 邯 and scale，and to See the 
confidence people have in it 

Modern Pharmacology has its 
roots in herbal medicine，he noted， 
with such importance drugs as digi- 
talis，for heart disease，and quinine， 
for malaria，being _ derived from 
Plants. 


COLLECTING PLANTS 


Researchers at UC Berkeley are 
currently collecting Plants 位 om 
several continents and analyzing 
them for their medicinal constitu- 
ents. 

As many as one-Sixth of China's 
23,000 plant Species _ are considered 
to _ have medicinal value，according 
to Affolter. Among them are lilies， 
used to _ treat children's Skin dis- 
eases，frittilarias (which grows wild 
in _ California) used to _ treat lung 
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disease，and peonies，for blood 
Problems. 

Medicinal species to be cultivated 
the new garden include such famil- 
iar plants as ginger，mint，ginko 
and lobelia，as well as the exotic 
Species Tarely seen outside China. 

The new garden will be supported 
by Private funds，with major 名 nd-

Supreme Court Decision on Internment

WASHINGTON - The US Supreme 


Court dealt a setback this week to 
those Seeking monetary compensa- 
tion for the federal government's 
internment of 120,000 Japanese 
Americans im World War Two. 


The Court voted 8-0，on technical 
grounds，to vacate a lower court 
ruling that would have allowed the 
60,000 internment camp Survivors to 
seek compensation for violation of 


their constitutional Tights. 

The Supreme Court ruled that the 
US Appeals _ Court had lacked the 
Jurisdiction to hear the case. 

The ruling postponed any' decision 
on the major issues of the case. The 
plaintiffs will have to fle a_new 


appeal in the Federal _ Circuit to

SAN FRANCISCO -The Ethnic 
Dance Festival，founded in 1978 by 
the SFE Hotel Tax Fund，has grown 
into one of the citys most popular 
arts events for audience and per- 
formers alike， The last three years 
have been sellouts，and the audi- 
tions have grown increasingly com- 
petitive. 


This year 74 companies and solo- 
ists competed for 28 slots，and the 
festival was expanded from four 
shows to five at Herbst Theatre 
June 3-13.

as 3 Soloist. 


In an interview last week，8a 
laughing，smiling Cai displayed the 
spirit that has helped her to remain 
in the dance profession despite her 
limited English and SF's lack of 
OpPportunities. 


From the time she began studying 
dance at age 7，she wanted to be a 
professional. Back then，said Cai， 
performing artists were not nearly 
as TeSpected as doctors，teachers and 
Scientists， But with the 1960-76 
Cultural Revolution，she said，these 
professions lost much of their 
Prestige and salary advantages， 


In China today，said Cai，parents
